Frankfort has neve rbeen specially 
subject to epidemics. This is prob- 
ably due to the river that forms a 
great natural sewer, sweeping 
through the heart of the city, anil 

tba precipitous natural drainage 
that Hows Into it. thus quickly 
MRylng away the filth that other- 
wise would accuiniilnte and decay. 

In 18!tt, when the cholera was 
carrying death and dismay into the 
towns of Central Kentucky, this 
city was but lightly visited. A 
singular feature of the cholera 
soourge ot that period was its freak 
Attention fto Versailles.' WhiM 
hundreds were taken sick and 
eooreB were dying at Paris, at 
Georgetown, at Winchester, at Har- 
rodsbur>i. at Lancaster, and Old 
King Solomon was burying the ac- 
cumulating corpses at Lexington, 
the town of Versailles was almost, 
if not entirely, exempt from the 
Asiatic plague of IMS. But in 1S84, 
when the other towns were free 
from the scourge, the cholera sud- 
denly broke out in Versailles, and 
more than fifty people died in two 
weeks. 

Physicians went from Frankfort 
and from othei towns to assist the 
plague-Mtrioken people. What 
theory of medical science or Malta 
tion can account for this strange 
phenomenon of epidemic disease? 
In this connection, we may state 
that Old King Solomon- the gratt 

digger at Lexington, who gathered 

into the earth the bodies of the vic- 
tims— was a bold and defiant refu- 
tation of tlx' laws ot sanitation. 
He was filthy in habit and in dress, 
habitually addicted to intoxicants, 
irregular and reokleM in mode of 
life, ami yet lie strode about in 
the obarnel-hOUM of this fearful 
disease, handling the bodies in ilil-

1873-4, when farmers ceased to come 
to town. No one got ort the trains. 
There were no customers in the 
iores; no funerals. An ambulance 
ould dash down the street, taking 
a coffin to the cemetery. Here and 
there, on the porch of a residence, 
a coffin was to he seen, awaiting 
its turn— yellow flags were visible 
at residences on every street, and 
the streets themselves wore almost 
deserted. There was no shakiug 
hands, and the morning salutation 
was the query "Well, who died last 
night?" Over BOO people died and 
were buried in about two months. 
We have had nothing like that in 
Frankfort, . ire have been fever 
an i liphtheria, but the fatality 
as n it been excessive. 
_ne old homo in which Frank 
Blair resided when ho published 
the Commentator— the antecedent 
of the Frankfort Commonwealth 
wspapor— and which he revisited 
after years, is still standing in 
Bellepoiut. the property of Col. 
John N. Crutcher, the alcalde of 
that growing West Bad. On the 
oooa«ion of his visit, the tears fell 
streaming from his eyes, as visions 
of memory and of youth came 
tsrOWding back upon him. 

But the old frame building, on 
the corner of Wilkinson and Wap- 
plng streets, that was used as a 
hotel by Gen. Wilkinson, was torn 
down over thirty years ago, and re- 
placed by a modem dwelling. This 
structure was put together with 
night iron nails, brought over 
the mountains from Virginia on 
pack horses, and in it rooms Aaron 
Burr matured his con piracy for a 
Southwestern empire, and from it 
he tied at the conclusion of his trial 
and acquittal for treason, before 
the r. s. District Judge In this 
city. A ball was given In the hotel 
that night in his honor, and the

obeerfulneu In hie tbonglita, as be 
murmured, In meaeured tonee, " I
